During 'the heat and excitement of victory or defeat, people 
will go; to any limit lo'contribute to the common cause. But, 
when war.isbver.and time has somewhat softened its cruelties, 
men settle back to-normal.and, immediately begin to complain 
of the constant calls upon their pocket books. 


"And," so it has followed, Lloyd George has gone down the 


(rail-to defeat"as every other statesman who attended the peace 
conference as the,leader.of his nation has gone.' They were 
gradually, and sonfe suddenly, eliminated as national factors, 
but George stood .alone. 
Readers of national drift saw the 


eventual passing of Lloyd George. They knew it must come; 
just, as naturally as all great men—men who stand at the tor 
of. fhciladder in great crises—must go down to defeat ;in the 


• thoughtless rush of. unthinking people when the excitement 


that keyed them to action is over. '

factor in English affairs.
